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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that Tanaka et 
al. '000 "fails to teach or suggest the use of a water-soluble polymer (as defined) having a principal chain comprised of 100 to 5,000,000 
carbon atoms as now required by claims 4 and 5", the examiner has already addressed this argument in the Final rejection. 
It is noted that, while applicant argues that "the water-soluble polymer recited in their claims does not contain the polyalkylene chains of 
Tanaka", in actuality, the polyalkylene ester nonionic surfactants of Tanaka are consistent with, and not excluded from, the claimed 
water-soluble polymers. By applicant's own admission, the non-ionic polymers of Tanaka et al. are at least partially water-soluble. 

It is noted that the absence of a hydrophobic portion in the polymers is not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 
1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).0,567. 

Applicant's alleged unexpected results are immaterial in view of anticipation. 

Regarding the 103 rejection, clearly, contrary to applicant's statements, applicant has failed to distinguish between the (at least partially) 
water-soluble polymers of the prior art and the presently claimed water-soluble polymers, as stated above. 

Thus, the rejections are maintained. 
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
